The Storage Battery Coming. 

In less than ten years we may expect to 
see a complete revolution in transit, 
caused by the completion of the storage 
battery and its general adoption. 

A few weeks ago in Chicago, along the 
lake-shore drive, people saw every day a 
three-seated vehicle with half a dozen 
passengers, moving up and down the 
drive with no visible means of propulsion, 
and the electric launch is also a familiar 
sight on the lake. 

A London letter states that electricity 
is already used there as a motive power 
for ordinary street vehicles. The electric 
omnibus is thus described: 


The @ehbicle is somewhat larger than the fa- 
miliar bus. Instead of the driver's box seat, a 
platform projects from the front of the bus and 
below it a kind of small boy catcher or guard 
protects the first pair of wheels, which are 
for steering. The other and larger pair are 
for drivers. The electric ‘bus will carry 
twelve people inside and fourteen outside, 
exactly like one of the ordinary type. To each

There have liſtherto been what were consid- 
ered insuperable difficulties in the way of the 
completion of the storage battery as adapted 
to street transit. But science has no more use 
for the word: impossible than Napotan had. 
These difficulties, there can scarcely be no 
doubt, will be overcome, and, in fact, have 
to a great extent been overcome, and ft now 
seems certain that the general adoption of 
electricity for street transit will follow much 
closer upon the existing imperfect electric 
moters than the telephone followed upon the 
telegraph. From Chicago to St. Louis at the 
speed of one hundred miles an hour is promis- 
ed by electricity and will doubtless be achiev- 
ed. But the gregtest change will take place 
when the storage battery is perfected and 
made applicable to the various needs of city 
transit and application of power. That change 
will be little, ff anything, short of a revolu- 
tion, and the age of electricity will then be

Brack Pritchett, who is said to be the 
man who fired the shot which killed Mar- 
shal Hurst, of Decatur, four or five years 
ago, is in Fulton county jail. 

After years of freedom from arrest, he 
was located in Chattanooga, and last Thurs- 
day was arrested there by Lieutenant Hill, 
of the police force, and Detective John 


Haskins. 

Lieutenant Hill brought Pritchett down 
to Atlanta yesterday and delivered him to 
the police authorities. Later in the day he 


was sent to the jail. 
Pritchett, who is a b negro, admits 
urst was killed 


that he was present when 
but denies having fired the fatal shot. The 
circumstances of the murder were unusual- 
ly atrocious, and the indignation of the citi- 
zens of Decatur was strong. 

It will be remembered that there was a 
Sunday school picnic near Decatur. During 
the day some of the negroes got to fightibg. 
Marshal Hurst was sent for. Several ar- 
rests were made. Friends of the prisoners 
surrounded the officers and tried to rescue 
the men under arrest. The marshal was re- 
inforced by Sheriff Austin and some young 
white men. The negroes made an attack 
and a riot followed. Hundreds of shots were 
exchanged. In the melee the marshal and 
Pritchett became a little separated from 
the others. Pritchett aimed at the marshal 
and deliberately fired. Hurst fell mortally 
wounded. Sheriff Austin and Pritchett ex- 
changed four shots at short range. In the 
excitement and crowd Pritchett got away 
and the prisoners who had been taken were 


released. .

$100 and the authorities of the town offer- 
ed 


$100. : 
Last week Chief Connolly had an inquiry 
from Chattanooga asking the amount of 
the reward offered for Pritchett. His arrest 
was made soon thereafter. 
Yesterday Sheriff Austin and several citi- 
zens of Decatur visited the police station 
and identified Pritchett positively. He de- 
elares that he did not shoot the marshal 
but there are four witnesses, it is said, 
who will testify that he did fire the shot. 
Pritchett says that he has been in Chatta- 
nooga four years. He _ took an- 
other name and worked for one 
of the railroads. When arrested 
he was on a local car and _ attempted 
to brain the officers as they arrested him. 
Ile says that he was in the house which the 
police searched but ran out the back door 


as they came up. ;

Had Pritchett n caught when. the mur- 
der was fresh he would have been lynched.
